VANDAS 


Vandas have won a place of importance at the Orchid Ranch. We 
have found no other group of orchids that exceeds their combination of 
vigor of growth, gracefulness of habit, and floriferousness in a rainbow 
array of colors. 


We grow our small Vandas in either charcoal or osmunda; larger 
plants are all grown in charcoal. Small plants—through 3’—are usually 
shipped in pots. Larger plants are more economical to ship bare rooted, 
but can be shipped in pots if you prefer. 


If you have not grown any Vandas before, these few notes may be 
of help. We find they grow exceedingly well in charcoal. Larger pots 
than usual should be used, thus avoiding~ frequent repotting. Flowering 
sized plants should be placed in 8” to 10” pots so that they need not be 
disturbed for several years. Due to the extremely free drainage of the 
charcoal medium, frequent watering is necessary. Vandas are heavy feed- 
ers and benefit from a light sprinkling of bone meal over the charcoal 
occasionally in addition to regular feeding every week or so with soluble 
fertilizer solutions. Hyponex, Hygro, or other balanced food is satisfactory. 
Many growers are finding excellent results in the use of fish 011 emulsion. 
Fairly strong light conditions are necessary for optimal flowering.
